Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Vital  statistics  for  1971  show  that  the  local  adjusted  birth- 
rate of  8.7  live  births  per  1,000  population  is  the  lowest  for 
more  than  20  years  and  is  almost  $0  per  cent  smaller  than  the  country's 
considered  low  rate.  Happily  I can  report  a satisfactory  reduction 
in  the  still  birth,  infant  mortality,  neo-natal  and  perinatal  mortality 
rates.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  local  adjusted 
death-rate  which  is  appreciably  higher  than  the  prevailing  rates  for 
the  county  as  well  as  England  and  Wales.  These  events  are  easily 
explained  if  one  considers  what  has  happened  in  the  new  town  area  of 
Pontypool  Rural  District.  At  its  onset  there  was  a flood  of  com- 
paratively young  married  immigrants  into  Croesyceiliog,  Llanyrafon, 
Llanfrechfa  and  Ponthir.  Many  of  these  have  now  established  roots  in 
the  town  and  have  passed  their  child  bearing  age.  Meanwhile  the  aged 
relatives  of  the  original  immigrants  have  moved  in  with  a resulting 
increase  in  mortality.  There  is  certainly  no  reason  to  believe  that 
the  changing  trends  are  in  any  way  due  to  increased  health  hazards. 
Despite  its  higher  death  rate  there  has  been  an  appreciable  increase 
in  the  number  of  pensioners  throughout  the  district  and  when  one 
considers  the  new  town  area  there  are  many  more  old  people  than  in 
other  parts  of  Monmouthshire,  as  illustrated  by  the  following  table :-

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


During  the  year  144  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
improvement  grants.  It  is  often  necessary  to  meet  owners, 

Architects  and  Builders  even  prior  to  any  formal  application 
being  submitted  for  consideration  by  the  Council. 

Subsequent  inspections  are  made  to  check  the  plans  and 
specifications  and  to  see  if  the  property  is  suitable  for 
improvement . 

In  July  1971  a new  Act  was  passed  that  raised  the  maximum 
grant  available  from  ^>Ofo  to  75/^  for  districts  within  Development 
or  Intermediate  areas.  Your  own  is  one  such  district.  This 
enhanced  grant  will  apply  to  improvements  completed  before  23/7/1973* 

The  Council  aoproved  during  the  year  17  standard  grant 
and  7 discretionary  grant  applications.

There  are  16  premises  in  your  district  where  petroleum  spirit 
is  stored.  All  the  electric  pumps  at  premises  where  petrol  is  sold 
have  been  certified  as  complying  with  the  Code  of  Practice  Require- 
ments and  are  satisfactory  in  other  respects.

During  the  year  251  plans  were  submitted  for  consideration. 

920  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
regulations.  Suitable  building  land  is  becoming  very  scarce,  and 
consequently  expensive. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

A small  station  has  been  erected  at  the  Croesyceiliog  Secondary 
Modern  School  for  recording  Sulphur  Dioxide  pollution.  The  station 
came  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  1961.  The  results  are  as 
follows: -

SEWERAGE 


The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  New  Town  areas  of  Croesyceiliog 
and  Llanyrafon  are  adequate  at  present,  extensions  to  the  system  have 
been  carried  out  to  deal  with  development  in  the  north  eastern  sectioi 
of  the  area.  Disposal  is  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Trunk  Sewer. 

Ponthir  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  for  present  needs  and 
disposal  is  to  the  Eastern  Valley  Sewage  Works.  This  works  which 
deals  with  all  the  Eastern  Valley  sewage  is  being  extended  and  a 
duplicate  sewer  is  being  laid. 

It  is  likely  that  proposed  development  will  take  place  at 
Little  Mill  shortly  and  the  necessary  extension  works  at  the 
disposal  plant  is  likely  to  be  carried  out  early  in  1972. 

Penperlleni  Sewerage  system  is  adequate  at  present,  and  the 
disposal  works  have  been  extended  to  cope  with  additional  sewage 
from  new  and  proposed  development. 

The  sewerage  system  for  Llangybi  is  now  in  operation. 
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
